and gave the engineer the signal to 
back up. After giving the signal Wil­ 
son attem pted to get out of the stall 
ahead of the engine, but in doing so 
was caught between a big door and 
the side of the engine and was 
in­ 
stantly Ci ashed to death. 
The engineer was the first to discov­ 
er W ilson’s plight and 
immediately 
set the brakes and throttle, thus stop 
ping the engine. 
Ot.ier employes of the round house 
and friends of Wilson, who was very 
popular among with them, had by this 
time arrived and after extricating the 
body, sent for Dr. Noble, the railroad 
physician, still having some hopes for 
his lite. 
W hen the doctor arrived he made a 
hasty examination and announced thai 
W ilson's chest had been crushed. The 
head was also badly cut up. 
Wilson was a single man and for 
several vear3 had lived with his aunt,

street, between Main street and Broad­ 
way. 
The body was taken from the shops

Singing by the large vested

Using for his subject the 153d 
Psalm, very appropriate for the occa­ 
sion, he said in part: 
"To God the Father Almighty we are

produce the same medicinal effect as 
sarsaparilla. 
Its stems afford strong. 
Ugh filers, which acquire a beautiful 
luster and serve also for joists, rafters 
and other building materials as well as 
for stakes for fences. 
From parts of the tree wines and 
vinegar are made. It yields also a sae- 
Charihe substance as well as a star* ii 
res-mbling sago. Its fruit is used for 
feein g cattle. The pulp has an agree 
aide taste, and the nut, which is ole- 
iud emulsive, is sometimes 
A substitute for coffee. Of the 
Stood af the stem musical instruments. 
water tubes and pumps are made. The 
pith is an excellent substitute for cork. 
From the stem a white liquid similar 
to the milk of the cocoanut and a flour 
resembling muizeua may be extracted. 
Of the straw, hats, baskets, brooms 
and mats an made. 
A considerable 
quantity of this straw is shipped to Eu­ 
rope, and a part of it returns to Brazil 
manufactured into hats. The straw is 
also ii*ed for thatching booses. More­ 
over, salt is extracted from it and like­ 
wise an alkali used in the manufacture 
of com moo soap.

P retoria, June 3.— A num ber of the 
Boer leaders 
left 
here 
yesterday. 
They are going to bring in the com­ 
m andoes. 
It is expected these opera­ 
tions will occupy about a fortnight. 
A m sterdam , 
Ju n e 
3.—Since 
the 
new s was received here th at peace 
had been concluded in South Africa, 
Mr. K ruger has declined to receive 
visitors or express an opinion on the 
subject. 
The other Boer delegates 
here are disappointed at the outcom e, 
and are not inclined to discuss the 
m atter. 
London, June 3.— King Edw ard has 
received a m essage from the pope, 
which conveys the pontiff's sincere 
congratulations on th e 
re-establish­ 
m ent of peace in South Africa. 
London, J»ne 3.— Mr. Balfour an­ 
nounced in the house of com m ons the 
term s of peace in South Africa as 
being as follows: 


The Terms of Peace. 


“His excellency, Lord Milner, in be­ 
half of the B ritish governm ent; his 
excellency, Mr. Steyn, G eneral Brem- 
ner, G eneral C. R. DeW et and Judge 
-Hertzog, 
acting 
in 
behalf of the

a . ‘‘The burgher forces in the field 
will forthw ith lay down th eir arm s 
and hand over all guns, rifles and 
am m unition of w ar in th eir posses­ 
sion, or under their control, and de­ 
sist from fu rth er resistance and ac­ 
know ledge King Edw ard VII as their 
law ful sovereign. 
“The m anner and details of this 
surren d er will be arranged between 
Lord 
K itchener 
and

G eneral Botha, assisted by General 
D elarey and Chief Com m andant De- 
. W > ^ 
w/#rSecond—All burghers outside the 
lim its of th e T ransvaal and O range 
R iver colony and all prisoners of w ar 
a t present outside South Africa, who 
a re burghers, will, on duly declaring 
th e ir acceptance of the position of 
subjects cf his m ajesty, be brought 
back to th e ir hom es as soon as m eans 
of tran sp o rtatio n can be provided and 
m eans of subsistence assured. 
“T hird—The burghers so returning 
w ill not be deprived of th e ir personal 
liberty or property. 
“F o u rth —No 
proceeding, civil or 
crim inal, will be taken ag ain st any 
burghers surrendering, or so retu rn ­ 
ing, for any acts in connection with 
the prosecution of 
the 
war. 
The 
benefits of this clause do not extend 
to certain acts contrary to the usages 
of war, which had been notified by 
the com m ander-in-chief to the Boer 
generals, and which shall be tried by 
court m artial after the close of hos­ 
tilities. 
“Fifth The Dutch language will be 
tau g h t in the schools of the Trans- 
ta a l and O range R iver colony, w here 
th e parents desire it, and will be al­ 
lowed in the courts of law for the 
better and m ore effectual adm inistra­ 
tion of justice. 
“Sixth—Possession of rifles will be 
allowed in the T ransvaal and O range 
River colony 
to 
persons requiring 
them for th eir protection, on taking 
out a license, according to laws. 
"Seventh—The m ilitary ad m in istra­ 
tion of the T ransvaal and 
O range 
River colony will, at the earliest pos­ 
sible date, be succeeded by a civil 
governm ent. and, as soon as circum ­ 
stances perm it, r* pre sent at ive in stitu ­ 
tions. leading up to self-governm ent, 
will be introduced. 
“E ighth—The question of granting 
the fran ch ise to natives will not be 
decided until after the introduction 
of self governm ent. 
“N inth—No special tax will be im ­ 
posed on landed

“ In addition to the above nam ed 
free g ran t of three million pounds

will be prepared to m ake advances. 
on loan, for the sam e purposes, free 
of interest, for tw o years, and after­ 
w ards repayable, over a period of 
years, with 3 per cent interest. 
No 
foreigner or rebel will be entitled to 
benefit under this clause.” 
A fter he had concluded reading the 
peace agreem ent Mr. Balfour 
pro* 
ceeded: 
“T here are certain im portant points 
not deal with in the docum ent I have 
ju st read, and which was signed on 
S aturday night. 
T herefore it may be 
convenient if I read a dispatch from 
Lord K itchener to th e secretary of 
g ^ te for w ar, dated May 30, as fol­ 
lows: ~ - — 
“ ‘A fter handing the Boer delegates 
a copy of the d raft of th e agreem ent 
I read them a statem en t and gave 
them a copy cf it, as follows: 
" “ ‘His m ajesty’s governm ent m ust 
place on record th a t the trea tm e n t of 
the Cape and N atal . colonists 
who 
have been in rebellion, and who now 
surrender, will, if they retu rn to th eir 
colonies, 
be 
determ ined 
by 
the 
colonial cDarts and 
in 
accordance 
w ith the laws of the colonies, and any 
B ritish subjects who have joined the 
enem y will be liable to trial under 
th e law of th a t part of th e B ritish 
em pire to which they belong. 


Ctatus of Certotn Captured Persona. 


‘ His m ajesty’s governm ent are 
inform ed by the Cape 
governm ent 
th a t th eir views regarding th e term s 
to be granted to B ritish subjects in 
Cape Colony, now in th e field, or who 
have surrendered or been 
captured 
since April 12, 1901, are as follows: 
W ith regard to the ran k and file, they 
should all, after surren d er and giving 
up th e ir arm s, sign a docum ent, be­ 
fore th e resident m agistrate of the 
district in which they surrender, ac­ 
know ledging 
them selves 
guilty 
of 
high treason, and the punishm ent to 
be accorded them , provided they are 
not guilty of m urder 
acts contrary 
to th e usages of civilized w arfare, 
shall be th at they are not entitled, for 
life, to be registered as voters, or 
vote in any 
parliam entary or pro­ 
vincial council or m unicipal election 
“ * “ W ith reference to justices of the 
peace, field cornets and all others who 
hold official positions under th e gov­ 
ernm ent of Cape Colony, or who have 
been occupying a position of author­ 
ity, or who have held com m ands in 
tho rebel or burgher forces, they shall 
be tried for high treaso n before the 
ordinary courts of the 
country, or 
such special courts as m ay hereafter 
be constituted, their punishm ent to be 
left to the discretion of such court, 
w ith the proviso th at in no case shall 
the penalty of death be inflicted. 
The N atal governm ent are of 
th e opinion th a t 
rebels 
should be 
dealt with according to the law of 
th a t colony.’ ” 
“T hese 
arran g em en ts,” concluded 
Mr. Balfour, “ the 
governm ent 
has 
approved.”

In One Affray Many Strikers Were 


Injured, Also a Number of 


Policemen. 


Chicago. Ju n e 3. Riot and blood 
Bhed m arked 
tho 
progress of the 
te am sters’ strik e 
yesterday. 
T here 
w ere num erous fights betw een the po­ 
lice and strik ers and their sym pathiz­ 
ers. 
S treet car traffic w-as stopped 
while the fighting was going on. 
The 
police and em ployes of th e parking 
com panies w ere stoned, and at one 
place, w hen surrounded by a dense 
crowd of men and women, the polio*, 
50 strong, under 
the 
com m and of 
L ieutenant Collins, m addened by tho 
num erous stones with which they had 
been pelted, drew’ their revolvers and 
charged full into the crowd, which 
show ed no disposition to retreat. 
F ists, 
stones 
and 
clubs 
were 
brought into requisition by the strik ­ 
ers and the police used th e ir baton 
and the butt ends of revolvers freely. 
W hen the fight was over there; were 
a num ber of strik e rs needing surgi 
cal attention. 
None was dangerously 
injured as far as known, however, and 
th e wounded strik ers w ere carried cli 
by their friends. 
A num ber of police­ 
men were injured and nearly all had 
torn clothes. 
The fighting began on th e W est 
Side shortly after noon and in differ­ 
ent parts of the city continued practi­ 
cally all of the afternoon.

London, Jwne 3.— Mr. Balfour an­ 
nounced in the house of commons the 
term s of peace in South Africa as 
being as follows:

excellency, Mr. Sttyn, General Brem­

acting

a ." T h e burgher forces in the field 
will forthwith lay down their arm s 
and hand over all guns, rifles and 
ammuniticn of war in their posses­ 
sion, or under their control, and de­ 
sist from further resistance and ac­ 
knowledge King Edward VII as their 
lawful sovereign. 
"The m anner and details of this 
surrender will be arranged between

General Botha, assisted by General

w^’Second—All burghers outside the 
limits of the Transvaal and Orange 
River colony and all prisoners of war 
at present outside South Africa, who 
are burghers, will, on duly declaring 
their acceptance of the position of 
subjects cf his majesty, be brought 
back to their homes as soon as means 
of transportation can be provided and 
m eans of subsistence assured. 
“Third—The burghers so returning 
will not be deprived of their personal 
liberty or property.

GO strong, under 
tho 
command of 
L ieutenant Collins, maddened by tho 
numerous stones with which they had 
been pelted, drew their revolvers and 
charged full into the crowd, which 
showed no disposition to retreat. 
Fists, 
stones 
and 
clubs 
w e r e 
brought into requisition by the strik­ 
ers and the polite ustd their baton 
and the butt ends of revolvers fr- civ. 
When the fight was over there were 
a num ber of strikers needing surgl 
cal attention. 
None was dangerously 
injured as far as known, however, and 
the wounded strikers were carried oh 
by their friends. 
A number of police­ 
men were injured and nearly all Lad 
torn clothes. 
The fighting began on the West 
Side shortly after noon and in differ­ 
ent parts of the city continued practi­ 
cally ail of the afternoon.

The legend also relates that at the 
time of the conquest of Spain and Por­ 
tugal by the Moors, when the Inhabit­ 
ants fled in every direction to escaiw* 
slavery, seven bishops, followed by a 
great number of people, took to ships 
and put boldly out on the high seas. 
After tossing about for some time they 
landed on an unknown island, the fa­ 
mous spot which in after years became 
the seat of the “Seven Golden Cities.” 
“This island,” Eleylyn says, “was ex 
actly In midocean." 
After all 
had 
landed safely the wise old bishops 
burned the ships to prevent their fol 
lowers from deserting and founded the 
cities which have become so famous in 
soug and story. 
This mysterious is­ 
land wan often sought by the early 
navigators. 
Those who weut in search 
of it aud never returned were popular­ 
ly believed to have been detained by 
Its Inhabitants.

news was received here that peace 
had been concluded in South Africa. 
Mr. Kruger has declined to receive 
visitors or express an opinion on the 
subject. 
The other Boer delegates 
here are disappointed at the outcome, 
and are not inclined to discuss the 
m atter. 
London, June 3.—King Edward has 
received a message from the pope, 
■which conveys the pontiff's sincere 
congratulations on the 
re-establish­ 
ment of p a c e in South Africa. 
London, Jane 3.— Mr. Balfour an­ 
nounced in the house of commons the 
term s of peace in South Afrit a as 
being as follows: 
Th* Term s of Peace. 
"His excellency, Lord Milner, in be­ 
half of the British governm ent; his 
excellency. Mr. Sttyn, General Brem- 
ner, General C. R. Do W et and Judge 
Hertzog. 
acting 
in 
behalf of the 
O range 
Free 
state, 
and 
C entral 
Schalkburger, General Peitz, General 
Louis Botha 
and 
General D elare^ 
acting in behalf of their respective 
burghers, <1* siring to term inate 
the 
present hostiijties. agree to the fol­ 
lowing te.mg: 
w “The burgher forces in the field 
win forthwith lay down their arms 
and hand over all guns, rifles and 
am m unith n of war in their posses­ 
sion, or under tht ir control, and de­ 
sist from further resistance and ac­ 
knowledge King Edward VII as their 
lawful sovereign. 
"The m anner and details of this 
surrender will he arranged I etween 
Lord 
Kitchener 
and 
Com mandant 
General Botha, assisted by General 
Deiarey and Chief Com m andant De- 
\Voj^ 
• ^ S e c o n d — All burghers outside the 
lim its of the Transvaal and Orange 
River colony and all prls nerg of war 
a t present outside South Africa, who 
a re burghers, will, on duly declaring 
their acceptance of the position of 
subjects cf his majesty, be brought 
back to their homes as soon as means 
of transportation can be provided and 
m eans of subsistence assured. 
"Third—The burghers so returning 
will not be deprived of their personal 
liberty or property. 
‘‘Fourth—No 
proceeding, civil or 
criminal, will be taken against any 
burghers surrendering, or so retu rn ­ 
ing, for any acts in connection with 
th e prosecution of 
the 
war. 
The 
benefits of this clause do not extend 
to certain acts contrary to the usages 
of war, which had been notified by 
the commander-in-chief to the Boer 
generals, and which shall be tried by 
court m artial a f u r the close of hos­ 
tilities.
